As can be seen by 37 C.F.R. § 41.47(b), the request for an oral 
hearing must be filed by a separate written request captioned 
"REQUEST FOR ORAL HEARING." In the instant application, the 
Request for Oral Hearing was contained in the Appeal Brief and was 
not filed separately. Thus, the Request for Oral Hearing filed July 
17, 2006, does not comply with 37 C.F.R. § 41.47(b) and must be 
denied. 

Accordingly, Appellant's request for an oral hearing is 
DENIED.
